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CHINA'S GESTURES 
June 18. 

During the last few months 
the relations between China and| 
the foreign nations, who come 
into business and’ diplomatic 
contact with her, have been im-| 
plicitly under severe discussion. 
‘There is no suggestion that those 
relations are cither better or 
worse than they have ever beer 
It might be argued, from some| 








points of view, that they are 
better; it might be held that, 
especially in regard to the 


developments of Japanese policy, 
that they are much worse, AS, 
toa large extent, the Manchurian 
problem governs Sino-Japanese 
contacts and as the Lytton Com- 
mission are charged with the 
duty of propounding a solution 
to that problem it can, for the 
Purpose of the general theme, be 
left temporarily out of account. 
Basically there must be some 
ground for the belief that 
Chinese and foreigners manage 
successfully to live and work 
side by side in some degree of 
harmony. The extensive finan- 
cial and commercial links forged: 
between them both would have’ 
































been impossible without the 
flame of roodwill. Yet it is 
difficult to name any subject 
without finding that its dis- 
cussion immediately evokes 
serious differences of opinion.

but caustic comment from the 
unfortunate Japanese who have 
been detailed to bolster up th 
imaginary authority. So it is 
waste of time to. discuss this 
serious attack on the Chinese 
‘Maritime Customs in any other 
sense than as directly emanating 
from Japanese direction. The 
jstrong protest made by the 
Finance Minister from Peking 
is thoroughly justified; it is to 
be hoped that the Foreign Office 
Jat Tokyo will endeavour to pay’ 
suitable heed to the wamings 
which that protest conveys be- 
fore it is too late. Japan is 
again showing how unreal is her 
charge against China’s breach 
lof treaty obligations by this 
latest action in tampering with 
the Cuctoms. She is ignoring the 
special agreement made with 
China in regerd to the Dairen 
Customs and it must be noted 
that Dairen is not part of the 
territory assigned tothe so-called 
Manchukuo Government but is 
leased to Japa. She is more- 
‘over recklessly threatening the 
very existence of a service on 
which she above all the Powers 
has good reason to depend. As 
China’s principal customer the 
importance of a unified service 
[supervising the harbours, coasts 
and ports of China is vital to 
her trade, She seems, for the 
ike of a transient and highly! 
impalpable advantage, to be 
hurling a bomerang which, in 
due course, will be disastrous 
for herself. If thus the integrity 
lof the Customs Service is assail- 
ed by a Foreign Power, sinister 
‘encouragement must be’ given to 
those groups which are only too 
willing in China itself to take 
Jaction calculated to undermine 
the principle of central ad- 
ministration of the great trade 
safeguard alone left here. More- 
the Customs Service as! 
the nucleus of that permanent 
civil service which could alone 
eventually introduce into China 
such ordered systems of 
ministration as would make Sino- 
Foreign relations capable of 
Satisfactory adjustment, is the 
sole remaining bulwark’ between 
China and anarchy. In other 
words Japan's action implies a 
readiness to contemplate re-

state of world-finances, this, by

In such circumstances it would 
be unfair to lay too much stress 
on the factors which are inimical 
to full exploitation of this more 
restrained financial policy. ‘The 
Government is composed of mien 
of divergent views on many 
subjects. Tt, cannot readily 
secure confidence from those 
who are painfully oppressed by 
the vicious circle of corruption 
Jand nepotism which seems inevit. 
fably to surround both central 
and . provincial authority. Stil 
satisfaction can be derived from 
the apparent unanimity with 
which the policy of non-aggres- 
sion is being pursued in domestic 
polities. The shadow of civil 
‘war may not have been driven 
away. It tends to become more 
lof a shadow and less of a reality 
jas the weeks go by. And it is 
exceedingly desirable that this 
tendency should be maintained, 
‘The Government of China, in its 
relations with the world, through 
the League of Nations, is basing 
claims on its renunciation of 
fwar as an instrument for the 
settlement of international dif- 
ferences. It would hardly be 
consistent, therefore, to allow 
that instrument to be applied to 
the political or regional differ- 
ences which may exist. or come 
to exist in China itself. More- 
over extension of this pacific 
Policy should encourage the 
sincere, if gradual, abandonment 
of those anti-foreign movements 
which have so greatly harmed 
China’s progress in the past and 
stand to-day in the way of as- 
suring for her complete under- 
‘standing in the court of world- 
opinion. For, however, the pre- 
int situation be regarded, China 
has ‘great need of foreign sup- 
port—not for any particular 
form of Government; for such 
measures which sagacity and ex- 
perience suggest are most likely 
to bring about rehabilitation and 
economic improvement. By those 
means, rather than by the des- 
patch ‘of battalions, will the 
Government be able’ eventually 
to eliminate banditry from the 
territory which it should, but 
does not, control, 

It is ‘difficult to review the 

ituation without taking into ac: 
count the problem of Manchuria, 
That is sub judice but, ag. the 
daily reports show, it ‘is being 
developed, apart altogether from 
the considerations which may 
hhave to be faced when the Lytton 
[Commission has reported. China, 
no doubt, recognises ‘that if 
Japan's apparent intentions and 
plans hold good, opposition in 
Manchuria to the present Man- 
chukuo regime will have been 
brought under control before the 
end of the year. ‘That, may or 
may not be correct, It is the 
part of the soldier to outline. his 
programme; it is no part of the 
wise observer to turn and make 
the programme a subject of pro: 
phecy. ‘This much may be said: 
recent events have revealed 
grave dangers of further evid- 
ence of Japanese enmeshment 
in the toils of the war machine, 
to the creation of a situation 
wherein the whole balance of 
power in the Far East may be 
at stake. To this possibility 
China cannot be blind; there are 
others too who must’ vigilantly 
note it. If, however, the policy 
of concentration on the territor- 
ial areas immediately within 
reach of Nanking’s authority be 
followed, to the tolerant dis: 
regard of the individualism of 
provincial groups further afield, 
its application to Manchuria at 
the moment will not be incon:

THOUGHTS ON SILYER 
June 16. 

At is a matter of regret that 
a portion of the debate on the 
British Budget proposals, includ- 
ing the formation of the Ex- 
change Equalisation Account be- 
ise of its lenwth—occupying 
y pages of Hansard—cannot| 
receive all the publicity to which 
its importance would appear to 
entitle it. There are, however, 
certain considerations — arising 
out of the amendment, proposed 
but not adopted, empowering the 
government to use some portion 
of the £160,000,000 of the Fund 
for the purpose of purchasing, 
silver as well as securities, notes 
and coins based on silver. The 
proposer, Mr. L. $, Amery, in ex- 
Plaining’ the objects ‘of the 
amendment, emphasised that it 
was not sought to pledge the 
yovernment to any form of 
bimetallism, but to extend the 
object of the Fund, from the 
maintenance of the stability of 
cutrencies attached to. sterling 
rather than gold, to the main- 
tenance of stability between 
sterling and silver currency, an 
infinitely smaller problem than 
in the case of gold using coung 
ties, The amendment in other 
words was designed to enable 
the Fund to do scmething to 
correct the very serious and 
undue fluctuations in the silver 
price of sterling, or the sterling 
price of silver, during the past 
two or three years. Mr. Amery 
contended that the’ fall’ in the 
price of silver had not been 
the mere casual result of 
economic circumstances, it had 
Rot resulted from a glut in the 
Production of the white metal 
from the mines; on the contrary 
during the last ten years there 
had been an actual shertage in 
the production of silver to the 
extont of 328,000,000 ozs. The 
depreciation, Le argued, was the 
result” of ‘artificial government 
action, commencing in 1921 with 
the decision of Great Britain to 
debase its silver currency with 
the result that 100,000,000 ozs. 
Were thrown on the’ market. 
Britain was followed by France 
and Belgium, and other countries 
of the Latin Union which got rid

Jsubstituting therefor paper and| 
jaluminium. Five years ago the 
Government of India decided to 
Jgo upon the gold bullion basis 
licading to the sale of 83,000, 
J000 ozs. and the possibility 
Jof a reserve of 400,000,000 
jozs. being sold if the policy 
had been fully carried out. 
This position was further 
accentuated when the govern- 
ment of French Indo-China sold 
no less than 100,000,000 ozs., so 
that the sale ‘of ‘government 
silver counteracted and obscured 
the actual shortage and brought 
bout the very serious fall.

This is true to the limited 
extent to which silver might be 
brought out of hoard for the 
purchase of foreign prod 
but... China, like all count 
Duys her imports by means of her 
exports, and it is upon the quant- 
ity of the latter, and not on the 
price of silver, that her capacity 
to buy from abroad really depends. 
Silver is merely the medium of 
exchange, the inginsic value of 
which is of parely temporary im- 
portance.” 
But there seems to be another 
Jaspect of the suggested purchase 
of silver by the use of the 
Exchange Equalisation Fund 
which it would be unwise to 
disregard.

Number of Cases Rising 
Daily ? 
Frou Ovn OWN CothesroxpeNt 


Wusih, June 18, 

Cholera has broken out in Wusih. 
As early as May 29 there was one 
case. By June 5, three or four new 
cases were reported each day, Now 
in one hospital alone the daily 
number has’ risen to twelve and the 
jepidemic is apparently only begin- 
ning. 

In many years intimate knowledge 
‘of epidemics I have not seen cholera, 
come on in. the district of Wu 
fat such widespread points, asi 
ithe ease now.

Yangtszepoo Pawnshop 
Assistants Killed

ON RONINS 


Inadequacy Emphasised by 
Chinese Spokesman 





Nanking, June 18. 

Commenting on the report that 
the eight Japanese ronins who 
attacked and burned the San Yu 
Towel Factory in Shanghai just. 
prior to Japanese hostilities were 
sentonced by the Nagasaki district 
court on June 3 to terms of 12 and 
18 months’ imprisonment, a spokes- 
man of the Chinese Foreign Office 
characterises the decision. as_most 
prejudiced and disappoint 

“The San Yu outrage, 
ed, ‘which indirectly" precipitated 
the Shanghai fighting, was universal- 
ly condemned -and all fair-minded 
people expected its perpertraters to 
be severely punished by their home 
Government. But to everybody's 
surprise and disappointment these! 
etestable disturbers of peace and 
‘order were, in practical effect, ac- 
quitted by ‘the Nagasaki court, for 
the execution of their sentences, 
which are ridiculously mild, 
every case declared suspended. 

Concluding the Spokesman declar- 
ed that ‘the Nagasaki judgment re. 
Hected rather badly on the state of 
Taw and justice in Japan and he ex- 
pressed the hope that the di

sible through the magnificent 
jogacy of the late Mr. Henry Les- 
ter) was held, After the subscribers 
and guests had made an_ inspection 
of the new building, refreshments 
were served, 

Tn the course of his address, Sir 
Peter Grain, who presided, said:— 

‘This mecting should really be 
report of our activities and steward- 
ship for the year 1981, but I eannot 
help feeling that our’ thoughts are 
far more concentrated to-day on the 
new building in which we are now 
Roused than on last year’s work 
and T therefore take this opportunity 
‘of welcoming you all to our first 
‘annual meeting in our new hospital 
building. 

I will interest you fo know that it

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BOY PLAYS WITH 
DETONATOR 


‘One Killed, Three Injured in 
Metal Shop Explosion 


Heedless of the warning of his 
elder brother, Wu Ping-szee, 10- 
year old son of an old metal shop 
Proprietor, hit a detonator with a 
hammer, and in the subsequent ex- 
plosion, ‘which injured three others, 
was fatally wounded at 10.45 a.m. 
Jon June 19. He passed away in a 
hospital in the afternoon, after an 
operation had failed to improve his 
condition. 


The explosion occurred in the 
shop at 585 Ferry Road, and caused 
fexeKement throughout ‘the vicinity 
by its, loudness’ Police ‘officers 
from the Pootoo Read Station to- 
gether with the Settlement firemen 
find an ambulance were soon on the 
scene.”

Reminiscences of Peterhof Where Father

When the father of the present 
[Earl of Lytton arrived at 
Viceroy he moved into Peterhof, th 
fnouse in which the famous Sir 
Lawrence, the only Indian Civilian 
[who has’ ever been Viceroy, lived 
during his” Vieeroyalty of "Indie.
